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V. J. BEAUPRE PAST AWAY-~-GLEICHEN’S PIONEER 


V. J. Beaupre passed quietly away at his residence at 
2:45 p.m. Tuesday, February 16th, at the age of 69 years, 
leaving a widow. one son and two daughters to mourn his 
demise, Mr. Aldus Beaupre, Mrs, Didsbury, and Mrs. J.J. 
Marshall, and many friends to sympathize with them, He 
had been ill with pneumonia from Thursday of last week 
and since Friday night was in a semi-cynscioug state, and 
although Dr. Ruse done all he could jt was evident from 
Sunday morning thatthe end was near, He was a good, 
kind father and husband, lovel by many and respected by 
all, and his numerous kind acts will/ live long years in the 
tmemory of all who knew him. j 

Deceased was the pioneer of Gleichen and erected the 
first building in this town, and from that day remained 
with the place, doing more than ‘any other individual to- 
wards the making of the town. / 

Mr. Beaupre came west’ to AVinnipeg in 1870 and wae 
Deputy Minister of Vublic Works under the Norquay 
gouernment. During the construction, of the C. P. R. he 
was a sub-contractor under Langdon & Sheppard and built 
Hiaby miles of that road. ‘Dhe side tracks and yards at 
Gi@ichen were his last work fon railway construction, and 


liking the country in and ground here he sold his outfit 
and settled heze in 1883, ths becoming Gleichen’s pioneer 
Soon after he opened the first general store, which is now 
eonducted by his son Aldos. He was justice of the peace, 
a notary. public and postipaster here fur a number of years 
He; aisu’ builtour first” echool huusé and at bis death wae 
still a teustee. During His life he handled some very large 
government contracts gf various kinds and the many re- 
sponsible undertakings he figured in made him wide 
known throughout the entire west.
